GERMAN ATTACKS IN | 
NORTH-WEST 
yy CROOW. Wednesday. — While 


the Germans are hurling 
masses of tanks, waves of dive- 
bombers and fresh troops against 
the Russian defences on the north- 
western front, where battles have 
been raging for several days, 
General Zhukov’s forces are closing 
the pincers on Smolensk, vital base 
on the central front for the German 
spring offensive. 

The north-western front defences, 
however, have not been even dented, 
and the Germans have been compelled 
to retreat to their original lines. The 
thrust down the Kalinin province by the 
northern arm of the pincers is slowly 
developing, and General Zhukov, work- 
ing up from the south-east, has broken 
into the German second line of defence 
in the Briansk area after a ten-day 
battle. 

An advance of more than 25 miles by 
their tank divisions is claimed by the 
Germans after ‘‘ throwing back strong 
forces,” but the locality of the attack 
has not been indicated. 

Earlier the Luftwaffe were said to 
have raided Sebastopol harbour, where 
the Soviet garrison now is taking the 
initiative. In the last few days they 
have wiped out four German platoons. 

Continuous rain in the Crimea and 
on the entire southern sector, says a 
German High Command -report to- 
night, resulted in no important opera- 
tions. 

The Germans have been making in- 
creasing use of tanks for backing up 
local attacks on the 2,000-mile front, 
but in no single operation yet reported 
has their use proved finally effective.

TANK FIGHT IN LIBYA 
AXIS SELF-PROPELLED GUNS 


Wednesday’s Middle East war 
communiqué stated: “ Further details 
are now known of the engagement in 
the Temrad area, reported in yester- 
day’s communiqué. One of our columns,

There are about a dozen main kinds 
of synthetic rubber, of which the 
nearest to natural rubber is the methyl 
type, much used in Germany during 
the last war. The main bases used 


are acetylene, petroleum and alcohol, 


Russian scientists are making syn 
thetic rubber from potatoes, from 
“which they distil 100 per cent. absolute 
alcohol, All synthetic rubbers require 
modified handling in* the factory. 
Processing becomes slower, as there is 
a string of six to eight chemical re- 
actions to be gone through, In the 
United States of America, -- where 
600,000 tons of raw rubber are required 
annually, it is expected that two- 
thirds of this quantity will be in pro- 
duction, in synthetic form, within the 
next twelve to eighteen -months. 


Difficulties experienced by certain 
sections of the public in obtaining 
normal supplies of butter are due to 
inadequate stocks having been stored 
by some wholesalers. 

Peak supplies in cold store during 
the autumn were 160,000 cwts., as com- 
pared with slightly more than 70,000 
cwts. in the previous year, but the 
unexpected evelopments in the 
margarine industry, and the scarcity 
of fats generally, imposed a severe 
drain on the excellent stocks this year. 
These now are virtually exhausted, 
only 15,000 cwts. being left last week ; 


but, with the new season under way, 


it is likely that the position will be 
normal again within a week or two, 
when there will be sufficient milk and 
butter to meet every requirement. 

A diminution in butter exports was 
foreshadowed by the Minister for 
Agriculture in the Dail last night, jn 
consequence, he said, of the scarcity 
of fats. It might happen that they 
would have no butter for export, but 
it was hoped to provide enough for all 
the needs of the home market. 


AXIS AND SECOND FRONT 


on 13th April, met a superior enem 
armoured force of thirty tanksand self- 
propelled guns.

The self-propelled guns, which the 
Axis are reported to be using in Libya, 
are either assault, or close, support 
guns, it was stated authoritatively in 
London.

The type was first 
met with in the last big battle in 
Libya.—(Press Association.)  .
